Proper storage is most essen¬ 
tial in; producing good seed corn 
-- ears should *>e husked al¬ 
most immediately after picking 
and stored in such a way that 
they do not meet nor touch 
one another, but that the air 
gets a chance to circulate be¬ 
tween them and carry off the 
moisture. Where seed is pro¬ 
duced in any considrable quan¬ 
tity a good method t n adopt is 
to stretch chicken wire tightly 
over a frame work of 2 x 4’s 
or 2 x 6’s s n that the ears may 
be placed in the holes and al¬ 
lowed tr> hang until dry. When 
only a small quantity of seed is 
produceed.it is often quite, satis¬ 
factory to strip the husks back 
and tie them together, putting 
about a dozen ears into a bunch 
and hanging them in a suitable 
placa t 0 dry. The corn should be 
left on the ear until the early 
spring Rn that it has the opport¬ 
unity to become thoroughly 
dried. When stored as mention¬ 
ed the gemination should be 
high but it is always advisable 
to test seed corn for germina¬ 
tion before planting. Almost ev 
ery season instances are mention 
ed to us at the Station of where 
corn has been sold as seed and 
failed to give a satisfactory ger¬ 
mination. No doubt in practical¬ 
ly all -cases improper storage 
has accounted for this condition. 
Selection of seed corn at this 
time of the year will therefore 
give greater assurance of a sat- 
isfactor crop next year and will 
also tend to improve the strain 
of corn used on account n f its 
b eing more acclimatized.

{ irovidc tlie same thrills and cx- 
lilarat^ons, their flight is swift, varied 
and unexpected—in other words, true 
to natural conditions. 

As ji matter of fact, Skect is a 
modem development of the old trap¬ 
shooting game, but what an improve¬ 
ment 1 There is no limit to the variety 
of shots offered, for the angle at 
which the target is thrown, and the 
speed at which it t rave If, may both 
be altered to suit the shooters who 
arc wilting to blaze away at them 
Straightaways, slowly climbing up for 
the novices, can be changed in a 
moment into whizzing "outdrops" 
that dive and duck and would tax the 
skill ctf the most experienced hunter. 
"Incomers" may be sent to the guns 
that rival the speed of the teal duck in 
full flight. 

Skect—it is an old Scandinavian 
wafd v meaning "shoot"—instantly 
appeals to everyone, as it is generally 
conceded to be by far the nearest to 
field bonditions cf any form of clay- 
bird shooting. Men and women who 
never go into the field play it regularly 
and find it a game entirely sufficient 
unto itself. Experienced upland 
shooters, died-in-thc-wool straight 
trap shooters, novices of all degrees, 
youqg and old, flock to the semi¬ 
lunar stances to show their skill. 
Besides, it is invaluable from the 
point of view both of novices and old 
hands, ft is a safe and effective way 
fo tsain youngsters to shoot straight, 
and it keeps the hands and eyes of 
pldct sportsmen in training during 


the off seasons. For Skect is essenti¬ 
ally a year-round sport. 

Once shot, Skeet is alw-ays fol¬ 
lowed through. It has been called 
"a highly exasperating form of clay- 
bird shooting.” The truth is, it is one 
of those games that is not only some¬ 
what exasperating, but also arouses a 
determination in all who play it to 
conquer it and learn to shoot it well. 
Psychologists tell us that there is no 
sport in the world ouitc as valuable 
as good shooting. It is not without 
significance that the term "straight- 
shooter" has come to mean a man 
who can I>c trusted in all things. 

Anyone can shoot Sheet, but, of 
course, weeks and months of regu¬ 
lar shooting must be done before 
anyone can shoot Skect well. Luckily, 
the expense of equipping a field—a 
couple of vacant lots will provide 
ample room—is very low, and any 
gun, the favourite gun, will do. 
indeed, there is a necessity for ac¬ 
curate pointing in Skect, and any gun 
that the sportsman shoots well in this 

f ;aine will certainly prove ideal for any 
orm of upland game shooting. It 
has been said, "The gun proven right 
for Skect is the ideal field gun—but 
Skeet is the test." 

Skect is becoming extremely popu¬ 
lar in Canada. It lias already made 
its mark in the United States, where 
there are today something like six 
hundred organized clubs, not to 
mention many traps installed on 
private estates. Business men find in 
it a sure tonic for roughened nerves, 
and many (of whom golf has no 
particular appeal {ire proving fanati¬ 
cal over Skeet. Indeed, it is an ideal 
game for the whole family.

TARIFF MUCH TOO HIGH 

This week we were looking 
over a snappy 8 -cylinder car 
that had just driven up from 
the United States. The thought 
naturally occured that it sur¬ 
passed in, beauty and power any 
other car in town. Then came 
the shock. The purchase price 
of this car in the United States 
is $1,050. The same car manu¬ 
factured by the same company 
in Canada sells for $1,970. In 
other words, the manufacturer, 
protected under our insane 
“protective tariff”, is penalizing 
hjs Canadian customer to the 
extent of $920 on each car sold. 
The extra price doesn’t repres¬ 
ent money paid for labor. The 
car built in the United States 
carried just as high labor cost. 
The extra price is merely just 
that much extra profit paid by 
the Canadian customers under 
our present iniquitous tariff 
policy. How much longer must 
we stand for it.—Peace River 
Record.
